William B. Laughiin was born in 
Washington County, 
Pennsylvania. 


He was a graduate of Jefferson Col­ 
lege where he studied medicine, law 
and surveying. He came to Indiana 
in 1816 and located at Brookville, 
Franklin County, where he 
taught 
school and was 
elected 
Probate 
Judge, 
ile 
was a member of the 
Legislature that met 
at Corydon, 
I then the capital of 
the State, in 


1821,•and was instrumental in hav­ 
ing a new* county laid off west of 
Franklin and Fayette counties. This 
new county was to he 23 miles north 
and south and 18 miles east and 
west, and at the suggestion of Dr. 
Laughiin this new* county w*as call­ 
ed Rush, in honor of his old pre­ 
ceptor, Dr. Benjamin Rush, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence. In those days land sur­ 
veying was one of the leading pro­ 
fessions. 
Even George Washington 
was a surveyor, and Dr. Laughiin 
and his sons, Cicero and Harmony, 
surveyed the county and laid it off 
into six townships which they nam­ 
ed Union, Ripley, Noble, Washing­ 
ton, Richland and Orange. He came 
to what was afterwards called Rush 
County in 
1820 aud entered 
the 
land on which Rushville was after­ 
wards built.

(some 25 acres) on which the town 
was 
located 
by the commissioners 
was donated by him and at his sug­ 
gestion the town was called Rush- 
ville. 
He practiced medicine in Franklin 
H and Rush' Counties. 
He built the 
^ first house m Ru>hville near a tine, 
large spring at the foot of Morgan 
street. It was a large double log 
house with a hall in the middle. It 
was this spring that 
caused 
the 
doctor to locate his residence where 
he .did and which led to the location 
'of the town. In the early days of 
the county at or near a spring was 
; a favorite location for a residence, 
and this historic spring is still run­ 
ning but is choked with mud and 
: debris. This ancient landmark should 
be reclaimed and beautified. 
He built the firs^school building 
in Rushville, and he 
taught

school himself. (It was located on 
the lot where the Red Mens’ building 
j now stands), and at his own

i pense he built an Aeadejnv for ad- 
I vanced pupils which was the first of 
jits kind in the county. “The course

embraced

was 
built in 1828 and was

on the lot owned by Mrs.

1836, and was buried in the 
old 
“lower’’ graveyard. His wife, Ruth, 
I is also buried there and her monu­ 
ment is in a good state of preser­ 
vation, but Dr. Laughlin’s monument 
which stood there tin to a few years 
ago, has disappeared and no trace 
of it can lie found. This is another 
historic spot that should^be cared 
tor and beautified. The old grave­ 
yard stands on a biufT overlooking 
Flat Rock and could lie easily made 
lift beauty spot instead of the des­ 
olate, neglected spot it is.
